It is particularly proper in ſtomachic coughs, or thoſe 
which have their origin in the ſtomach ; the manna by 
its ſweetneſs and unctuoſity, contributing to obtund as 
as well as to evacuate the offending humours.

The larger the quantity of liquid, faline medicines are 
diſſolved in, the more taſteleſs are they, and the more ef- 
ficacious is their operation. Salts, taken in a tea-cupful of 
water, or any other liquid, generally produce thirſt and 
ſickneſs, and often vomiting and griping pains : when 
more diluted, thoſe effects are not only removed, but 
the medicine has thereby an opportunity to diffuſe itſelf, 
and to cool and cleanſe the whole body. 

An ounce of Rochelle ſalt diſſolved in a quart of water, 
and a quarter or half a pint taken occaſionally, if duly 
perſevered in, (fo as to act as a gentle laxative) will prove 
an excellent alterative medicine, and may ſupply the place 

of the purging mineral waters. 

In bilious, ſcorbutie, and other chronic complaints, a 
grain or two of emetic tartar, or one or two tea-ſpoonfuls of 
antimonial wine, may be added to the quart of water, 
with the Rochelle falt. . | | 

*.* If there be in nature an univerſal medicine, it is

(which is in moſt caſes neceſſary) being taken towards the

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„ TREATMENT OF WOUNDS. 


1. SLIGHT or ſuperficial wounds that are attempted to 
be healed by the firſt intention, (1. e. bringing the divided 
parts together that they may re-unitewithout ſuppuration) 
ſhould be well cleanſed from grumous blood and other 
foreign bodies, before the ſorts are attempted to be 
brdught into contact. 

2. The throbbing always felt in the divided parts, is 
occaſioned by the blood ſtriking againſt the ends of the 
contracted veſſels in thoſe parts. _ 

3. A wound ſhould never be -bound up tight, until 
it has bled a great deal and ſtopt of itſelf. 2 

4. When the throbbing is very uneaſy in a wound, 
ſoaking the parts in warm milk, or water, and bringing 
the wound to bleed afreſh, is recommended, 

5. Dry lint, being an extraneous body, ſhould never 
be introduced at the firſt dreſſing into Night wounds ; but 
ointments of the emollient kind. 

6. In larger and deeper wounds, the edges ſhould 
be defended by ſoft ointments, and the middle may be 
then dreſſed, with dry lint, 

7. The diſcharge from a wound is always-rendered 
tore offenſive by reſinous and ſtimulating applications.

No remedy has been more abuſed than that of Bleeding 
y the Lancet, it therefore deſerves our moſt ſerious con- 
for blood being the fountain of life, the pro- 
or unſeaſonable diſcharge of it will endanger the con- 
itution by deſtroying that due balance which ought to 
ſubſiſt between the ſolids and fluids.

But ſhould it for particular reaſons, be ſometimes 
thought neceſſary in ſuch caſes, the advantages propoſed 
by it may be more ſafely obtained by ſpare diet, mode. 
rate exerciſe, and gentle laxatives, which will gradual 
empty the veſſels with much leſs diminution d 
ſtrength, 


The frequent and unſcaſonable loſs of blood in thoſe of 
a ſpongy habit and pale aſpect, weakens the circulating 
power, and diminiſhes the natural ſecretions and excre- 
tions of the body; it impairs digeſtion, diſpoſes to cor- 
pulency, dropſy, and nervous diſorders, and even convul- 
ſions, where the blood is diſcharged . and in great 
profuſion.

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The treatnient to be purſued in cake of vegetable poiſon 
in reſpeQt to ummediately giving an emetic, is equally pro- 
per as in caſes of mineral poiſon ; but in every thing elle, 
the manner of treating the patient muſt be exactly the re- 
verſe ; for inſtance, give acids diluted with a little warm 
water, as often and as powerful as the ſtomach will bear 
them, as lemon or lime juice, or wine vinegar; or acid 
elixir of vitriol, weakened by water to that ſtate in which 
it may be admitted with fafety into the ſtomach, which 
is by mixing from one to two table ſpoonfuls of the acid 
elixir of vitriol, with a pint of Juke-warm water. Give 
a tea cupful at à time of this mixture, and repeat it as the 
occaſion may require.

Soon after acids haye been taken, adminiſter a ſaline 
draught while in the act of Fermentation, and every 
hour, or oftener if there is occaſion, repeat it.
